AS TO WAR. 
War is the chief talk in the papers 
athe United States; in Britain and in 


“Canada. It is all about the doctrine of 


“Amerita forthe Yankees”—ant Canada 
is the ~ greatest possible infraction of 
that doctrine. Therefore, although the 
argument is about a few square miles 
of land—or more properly swamp—in 
South America, Canada is the point at 
issue, the quescion really in dispute, 
and would be the battle sround—ex- 
cept in so far as the battle ground 
might be shifted south of the line. 
Canada does not want war, nor yearn to 
be a battle ground, but unfortunately 
is not in’ a position to save itself. It 
is between the upper and the nether 
millstones, so to speak, and it-is better 
that it should form a part of one or the 
other than be~ ground to powder be- 
tween them. If war comes Canada 
must fight. The better the ‘service 
Canada can render the Erpire in case 
of war the shorter the war wil be ; and 
the sooner’and better Canada’ is ‘pre- 
pared for war the less likely there is to 
be war. The idea that Uanada is di:- 
loyal or defenceless is what breeds tie 
war feeling sc strongly in the States. 
The more qui:kly’and more thoroughly 
the United States is given to know 
that Canada is thoroughly loyal to 
Bnitain and ready and willing to fight 
in support of the cause of the Empire, 
the less the States will want war. The 
Canadian who for good or bad reasons 
hints at even a desire for peace at the 
present junc’ure is doing his country 
the worst pos:ible service, and his very 
best to bring on war. The business 
like offer of the Montreal Star to arm a 
regiment and support the relatives of 
the men wili have more effect in the 
cause of peace than ten thousand peace 
at any price sermons,no matter by whom 
celivered. Admitting that we are 


all cowards, cowardice in this case is no 
protection.

THE BYE-ELECTIONS. 

The result of the bye-elections as far as 
they have gone have been disastrous to the 
conservative government. All four con- 
stituences were carried for the government 
at the elections of 91. Under ordinary 
circamstances a change of front at a bye- 
election sgaiast a government in power 1s 
very rare. The fact that three out of the 
four constitueacies have changed front and 
that the fourth is only retained by a 
minority vote, in spite of every effort and 
argument that caquid be put forth, shows 
that the circumstances are not ordinary, 
that in fact a change has come over public 
opiaion; a chsnge which can only be ex- 
pected to show iteelf more prominently at 
tke approaching general elections. It can- 
not be said that the school question is the 
cause Of the change, for if that was tte 
cause of the gevernment’s loss of Cardwell 
it certainly does not account for its Zoss of 
Montreal Centre and Jacques Cartier, nor 
the majority against it in North Ontario. 
The real cause is that the country has ont- 
grown the conservative party. New gues- 
tions have arisen and new prob’ems require 
to be dealt with. The conservative party, 
true once more te its name, has been living 
on its past record for a number of years— 
oa what it did, or claimed to have done, 
when it was essentially the party of acticn 
and was conservative oriy in name. The 
party leaders have taken to looking back- 
ward so much that they have come to walk 
backward, and that is why they cannot see 
and therefore cannot deai with the buroiag 
questions which lhe along the path 
of the country’s progress. Admitting— 
for the sake of argument—that the protec- 
tive policy, the zailway policy and the 
school policy of the government were right 
and in the best interssts of the country at 
one time; there is no question that the 
evils of combines and monopolies ard dis- 
union have grown out of those policies. It 
is as much the duty of the party in power 
now to cure these evils as it may have been 
its duty at one time to iraugurate 
‘dae several polices out of which they grew. 
‘Shey are not attempting to cure theevils as 
a means of holding the confidence cf the 
electi.ra, but rely on throwing mud at their 
opponénts of twenty years ago asa means 
of retaining that confidence. And the 
electors have expressed their disappiova! of 
their course st these bye-elections. In a 
different way, in different constituencie s; 
but a disapproyal ai the mors marked ou

FREIGHT RATES. 


A merchaat at Maple Creek writes the 
Winnipeg Commercial ‘that he bought a 
car load of feed stuffs at Wolseley, Assa. for 
$180 which included $29.80 wor:h of sacks 
and paid freight on it $106.20. The Com- 
mercial says: Our. correspondent, Mr. 
Clacstre, is right. im regard to the charge, 
whicn on looking up the tariff we see is 29 
cents per 100 pounds from Wolseisy to 
Maple Creek. This is based on the local 
miieage tariff in the Trritories on the class 
of goods named by Mr. Ciaustre. The rate 
certainly does seem high, and.we iy say 
the it is vastly greater then the rate charg- 
edin the settled pertion of Manitoba and 
the Territories, where the rate for. about’ 
the ssiae distance would be 124 cents per 
100, the rates being much higher in the 
unsettled country west of Moosejaw. Thie 
part of the road produces very little locai 
treffic, and consequently the local rates are 
very high, in keeping with the general 
policy of the railways. White the railway 
company Goes not make very much on iis 
local traffic, even at these high rates, in the 
district in question, owing to the limited 
traffic obtainable, it will still appear to the 
puilic that the rate is high especially when 
compared wih the raté on the same class of 
goods from Wolseley eastward. The rate 
fram Wolseley to Fort William, more than 
double the y ea is oniy 22 cents per 
100 pounds. The difference .is, that. one is 
an export and the other a local rate, It 
seema, hows vcr, 80 be the general policy of 
ail railways to charze high on local rates, as 
eompared with through rates, and this 
policy is appurently concurred in by the 


governient. |

‘*3f-your votes are overwhelmingly in 
favor of the stand taken by the government, 
there is no doubt that the views of the 
members of the Dominion parliament will 
be materially affected thereby, and coercive 
legislation may. be altogether averted.”
